of  thenamesy  of  members  ofparliament^  upon  letters  and  packets  to  be 
Jent  by  the  pojl^  in  order  to  avoid  the  payment  of  the  duty  of  pojlage  :

faid  earl,  and  the  heirs  males  of  his  body  lawfully  begotten,  and 
after  his  death  without  fuch  {(Tue,  the  heirs  males  of  the  body 
of  the  faid  fFilliam  earl  of  Derby  lawfully  begotten,  and  for  de*- 
fault  of  fuch  ifTue,  the  right  heirs  of  the  faid  Jamei  lord  StoH" 
liy^  (hould  and  might  for  ever  thereafter  have,  hold,  and  quietiv 
enjoy,  freely  and  clearly,  againft  his  faid  Majefty,  his  heirs  and 
fpcceflbrs  (by  the  tenures,  rents,  and  fervices,  therein  after 
memioned  to  b^  referved)  againil  Thomas  lord  Ellefmere  lord' 
chancellor  of  England  and  Alice  countefs  of  Derby  his  wife,  late 
the  wife  (^Ferdinande  earl  of  Der^  deceafed,  and  againft  Henry 
earl  of  Huntingdon  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  Gray  lord  Cbandoys  and 
Anne  his  wife,  Sir  John  EgertHt  knight  fon  and  heir  apparent  of 
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the  faid  Thomas  lord  Elkfmere  and  Prcmes  His  wife,  aifd  the  heirs 
of  the  faid  Elizabeth^  Anne^  and  Frances j  who  were  the  only 
daughters  and  fole  heirs  of  die  faid  Fifdmanda  late  earl  of  Dgr^ 
hy^  and  to  whom  and  their  hufbands  the  faid  VttUiam  earl  of 
Ditby  had  paid  divers  fums  of  money  for  their  claim,  right,  and 
title,  to  the  laid  ifle^  caftle,  pele,  and  lord(hip  of  Man^  as  ap- 
peared by  their  deed,  bearing  date  the  fourteenth  day  of  Febm^ 
ary  in  the  fixth  year  of  his  faid  Majefty's  reign,  whereby  they  had 
agreed  to  give  their  confents  for  the  paffing  of  ah  a6t  of  parlia- 
ment, for  the  givingandextinguifhingoffuch  their  right,  title,  and 
interefl,  and  againft  the  heirs  of  the  (aid  Ferdinands  late  earl  of 
Derby^  and  againft  Thomas  Ireland  efquire,  his  executors,  ad- 
miniftrators,  and  afligns,  all  the  faid  ifle,  ca(He,  pele,  and 
Iord(bip  of  Man^  with  the  rights,  members,  and  appurte- 
nances, and  all  the  then  or  late  monaftery  and  priory  of  Rujblng 
and  Douglas^  and  the  fryers  minors  commonly  called  The  grey 
fryers  0/  Brymaken^  otherwile  Bymakenj  with  their  rights,  mem- 
bers, and  appurtenances,  and  the  redlories  and  churches  of 
Kirkecriftt  in  SheUing  and  Kitkelovan^  with  their  appurtenances, 
and  the  patronage  of  the  biflioprick  and  bifhopricks  aforefaid, 
and  all  other  the  hereditaments  whatfoever  granted  by  his  faid 
Majefty  by  his  faid  feveral  letters  patent,  the  one  bearing  date 
the  feventh  day  of  July  in  the  fevendi  vear  of  his  feid  Majefty's 
reign,  and  the  other  t)earin^  date  the  lecond  day  of  May  in  the 
eighth  year  of  his  faid  Majefty's  reien,  which  laft  mentioned 
letters  patent  were  made  and  granted  during  the  then  feflion  of 
parliament :  and  it  was  further  enaded,  That  neither  the  faid 
lord  Sfafdey^  nor  the  faid  Robert  Stanley^  nor  any  of  the  heirs 
males  of  their  bodies  refpeAively  nor  any  of  the  heh^ 
males  of  the  body  of  the  faid  IVilliam  earl  of  Derby^  (hould 
have  any  power  to  alien,  fell,  or  convey,  the  faid  ifle,  ca(Ue, 
pele,  and  lordihip  of  Man^  and  other  the  prcmifles,  or  any 
part  of  them,  from  his  or  their  iflbc,  or  other  pcrfons  appoint- 
ed by  the  faid  a<5t  to  enjoy  the  fame,  but  that  the  fame  (hould 
remain  and  continue  as  by  the  faid  adt  is  appointed;  and  that 
all  gifts,  grants,  alienations,  bargains,  fales^  conveyances,  af- 
furances,  and  aAs  done  or  to  be  done  to  the  contrary  (except  as 
therein  is  excepted)  (hould  be  utterly  void,  and  bf  none  effedt : 
and  it  was  fufther  enaAed,  That  neither  the  (aid  a6l,  nor  any 
thing  therein  contained,  (hould  extend  or  be  conftrued  to  avoid, 
fruftrate,  abridge,  impair,  dimini(h,  or  prejudice,  the  ftate^ 
intereft  and  term  of  years  bf  Sir  Thotfids  Leigh  knight,  arid  The- 
mas  Spencer  efquire,  tneir  executors,  adminiftrators,  and  afligns, 
of  the  me(ruage, lands,  tenements,  tithes,  profits,  hereditaments, 
and  other  things  in  the  faid  ifle  of  Man^  granted  by  the  faid 
letters  patent,  bearing  date  the  feventeenth  day  of  March  in  the 
third  year  of  his  faid  Maje(ty*s  reign,  for  the  term  of  forty  years; 
and  that  they  and  every  of  them  (hoiild  and  might  peaceably 
and  quietly,  during  the  faid  term,  have,  hold,  occupy  and  en- 
joy, x\}e  fame,  upon  fuch  yeariy  rents,  refervations,  covenants, 
provUbes,  and  agreements,  as  were  mentioned  ;md  exprefled  in 
the  faid  letters  patent;  faving  to  the  archbifliop  of  Tork  and  his

province  and  archbiihoprick  of  liri^  by  the  £siid  z&  of  parlia- 
ment made  in  the  three  and  thirtieth  year  of  the  rei^n  of  the 
faid  King  Henry  the  Cightli :  and  whereas  his  late  majefty  King; 
Cbarlis  the  Second  by  his  letters  pate^it,  bearing  date  at  fFe^^ 
minfter^  the  twelfth  day  of  February  in  the  nineteenth  year  of 
his  reisn,  did  give  and  grant  unto  Charles  earl  of  Derby  (ton  and 
heir  of  the  faid  Jtmes  lord  Stanly  afterwards  earl  of  Derby  de- 
ceafed)  all  and  all  manner  of  mines  royal  of  gold  or  filver,  or 
holding  gold  or  filver  to  fuch  a  proportion  as,  according  to  the 
laws  mEngJatidy  doth  make  the  faqie  a  mine,  royal,  fituate,  ly^ 
ing,  and  beine,  in  the  iile  of  Man^  whether  the  fame  be  opened 
or  not  opened ;  to  be  had  and  holded  unto  the  faid  Charles  earl 
of  Derby^  and  to  the  heirs  males  of  his  bo^y  lawfully  begotten, 
at  and  under  the  yearly  itntand  payment  therein  contained. and 
exprefled ;  which  faid  grant,  upon  the  failure  of  heirs  maje  of 
the  body  of  the  faid  Charles  earl  pf  D^by  by  the  death  of  James 
late  earl  of  Derby^  which  happened  on  or  about  the  firft  day  of 
Februarum  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and 
thirty  five,  expired,^  and-  the  right  of  the  faid  mines  royal  re- 
vefled  in  his  then  majefty.

fors,  and  atfoxto  and  for  tl^e:  right  honourable  James  earl  of 
Derby^  his  tenants,  or  affigns^  the  right  honourable  John  lord 
4/hburnbam,for  and  o(i  befaalf  of, his.daughter  Henrietta  Bridget 
AJbburnham  ^n  infant^  Bry^  Fairfax  enquire,  truftee  for  the  faid 
infant,  or.tbe  furvivoi^^of  .them,  and  all  or  any  other  perfon  or 
perfons  claiming  or  to  claini  by,  from,  or  under,  the  faid  earl, 
or  $iny  of  bis  9ncpftofs,,.to  treat,  contradl,  and  agree  for  the 
abfolute^  purchafe  or  fs^^  releafit  or  furrender  to  or  for  the  ufc 
of  his  Majefty,  his  heirs  and  fuccedors,  of;  all  or  any  eftate, 
right,  title,  or  intereft>„which  he  the  faid  earl,  his  tenants,  the 
faid  Henrietta  Bridget  APA^tr^m^  or  fuch  other  perfon  or  per<*> 
fons  then  had  or  claiqied,  or^could  or  migl)t  have  pr  claim,  in 
or  to  the  faid  ifland  or  lordftiip  of  Man^  or  in  or  taall  or  any

to  have  and  receive  the  fame :  and  whereas  the  moft  noble  James 
late  duke  of  Atb^^  as  right  heir  of  the  fA&  James  lord  Stanley^ 
on  failure  of  heirs  male  of  the  body  of  the  toid  Wsttiam  earl  of 
Derby  by  the  death  of  the  faid  James  late  carl  of  Derby ^  became

{>refl«d  to  be  made  between  the  fome  parties  as  are  panies  to  the 
all  recited  indenture,  the  faid  Jamti  duke  of  Atholl^  in  purfu* 
ance  of  the  powers  in  him  vefted,  did  revoke  and  make  void 
;UI  and  every  the  faid  trufts,  dire&ions,  declarations,  and  aaree-

honourable  David  lord  vifcount  Siorment^  and  John  Sharfe  of 
Lincolifs  hn  in  the  county  of  MxddUhx  elquire,  (ihce  deceafed, 
of  the  third  part;  recitina  (amongfl  other  recitals  therein  con- 
tained) that  propofals  hac^  from  time  to  time,  been  made  to 
the  faid  Jamn  duke  of  Athdl  on  the  part  of  the  King's  makfly 
that  then  wa$»  in  order  to  purchafe  of  the  (aid  duke  of  Aimt 
the  faid  iflc  and  territories  ot  Man^  and  other  the  here'ditamenta.

fquires,  brother^  of  the  faid  John  now  duke  of  Atholly  fuccef-

part.  Sir  Charles  Frederick  knight  of  the  moft  honourable  order 
of  the  Bathy  and  Edmund  Hoskins  of  LincoMs  Inn  in  the  county 
of  Middlefex  efquire,  of  the  fifth  part,  and  the  right  honourable 
George  earl  of  Aberdeen  of  the  fixth  part,  reciting,  that  the  faid 
Archibald  A\jAit  of  Argyle  zodjohn  Sharpe,  were  both  dead,  and 
that  feveral  propofals  had  been  made  to  the  faid  jfames  duke  of 
jitholl  for  the  purchafe  of  the  feveral  rectories,  im|m>priations, 
and  tythes,  within  the  faid  ifle,  part  of  the  trufted  premifles ;

hue  dutchcfs  of  A/hcli  and  baronefs  Strange  his  wife,  for  the  fair 
of  their  eftate  and  intereft  in  the  faid  ifland  and  premifles,  or  fuct 
part  thereof  as  ftiould  be  found  expedient  to  veft  in  his  Majc* 
fty  for  the  publick  fervice,  they  the  faid  duke  and  dutchefs  did^ 
in  their  letter  bearing;  date  the  twenty  feventh  day  of  February 
one  thdufand  feven  hundred  and  fixty  five,  and  addrefied  to' 
their  lordfliijgs,  indofc  an  abftraft  of  the  dear  revenue  of  the 
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I/U  of  Man  for  ten  years,  from  the  year  one  thoufand  feven  hunr 
prSA  and  fiftv  four,  to  the  year  one  thoufand  feveil  hundred  an^ 
fixty  three,  ooth  inclufive  (a  copy  whereof  is  contained  in  thi 
fchedule  annexed  to  this  a£t}  and  did  declare  that  tliey  were 
ready,  if  it  Ihould  be  deemed  neceflary  for  the  publick  fervice, 
to  part  with  all  their  rights  held  under  the  feveral  'grants  of  the 
J/b  0/  Man  \  but  apprehended,  tliat  the  refervation  of  their 
landeid  revenue,  together  with  the  patronage  of  tlie  bKhoprick, 
and  other  ecdeiiaftical  benefices  in  the  ifland,  could  not  interfere 
with  the  intereft  of  the  publick ;  and  prefumed^  there  could 
be  no  objedlion  to  their  preferving  the  honouiTible  dIftinAion 
and  fervice  which  their  anceftors  had  fo  long  enjoyed,  and  by

In  or  over  the  fa^id  ifl^nd^ 
and  dl  its  dependencies,  holden  under. the  feveral  grants  tliere* 
of,  or  under  any  other  title  whatfoever,  refervihg  only  their 
landed  property,  with  all  their  rights  in  and  over  the  foil  as 
lords  of  the  manor,  with  all  courts  baron,  rents,  fervices  an<i 
other  incidents  to  fuch  courts  belonging,  their  wafles,  com- 
mons and  other  lands,  inland  waters,  fim^ries  and  mills,  an4 
all  mines,  minerals  and  quarries,  according  to  their  prefoht 
rights  therein,  felons  goods,  deodands,  waifs,. eftrays  and  wi-ecks 
at  fea,  together  with  the  patronage  of  the  bifhoprick,  and  of  « 

the  other  eccIefiaiVical  benefices  in  the  faid  iiland,  to  which 
they  were  then  intitled,  to  be  holden  oi  the  crown  by  the  ho- 
nourable fervice  above-mentioned :  and  whereas  by  a  certain 
contraAor  agreement  in  writing,  bearing  dare  the  feventh  day  of 
March^  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and 
£xty  five,  and  duly  executed  under  the  hands  and  feals  of  four 
of  the  commiffioners  o^  his  Majefty's  treafury  of  the  one  part, 
and  the  faid  duke  and  dutchefs  of  AtholU  Sir  Charles  Frederid 
and  Edmund  Hoskins  of  the  other  part,  the  faid  commiffioners 
of  the  treafury  contraSed  and  agreed  with  the  faid  duke  and 
dutchefs  of  JtoolU  and  the  (aid  Sir  Charles  Frederick  and  Edmund 
Hoskins  their  truftees,  for  the  abfolute  purchafe  of  the  faid  ifland

for  the  relief  therefore  of  infolvent  prifoners  and  fugitives  who

tivcly  obferved  by  them,  and  faithfully  difcover,  upon  oath,  and 
deliver  up  and  affign,  all  their  effe(5ts  and  edates  whatfover  for 
the  benefit  of  their  creditors;  and  to  prevent,  as  far  as  po(fible, 
the  many  frauds  and  abufes  which,  in  a  great  meafure,  haveob- 
ftrudled  the^good  ends  of  fuch  adts ;  be  it  enabled  by  the  King's

ed (except  coffee  of  the  growth  of  the  Briti(h  dominions  in 
':    America^i  for  altering  the  bounties  and  drawbacks  upon 

fugars 
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fugars  exported  -,  for  repealing  part  of  an  aEt  made  in  the 
twenty  third  year  of  his  faid  late  Majeftyj  whereby  bar 
iron  made  in  the  faid  dominions  was  prohibited  to  be  ex-- 
ported  from  Great  Britain,  or  carried  coaJiwife\  and 
for  regulating  the  fees  of  the  officers  of  the  cuftoms  in  the 
faid  dominions. 

WHEREAS  the  improving  and  fecuring  the  trade  and  com-  Preamble. 
merce  of  the  Briti(h  colonies  ana  plantations  in  America  is 
highly  beneficial^  not  only  to  the  faid  colonies  and  plantations  but  to 
Great  Britain :  and  whereas  it  may  on  this  account  be  proper  to  en* 
courage  the  importation  of  deals^  planks^  boards  and  timber^  from  the 
faid  colonies  and  plantations^  whereby  his  Majefifs  ro^al  navy^  as 
well  asjbips  employed  in  the  merchants  fervice^  may  bejurnijbed  with 
fuch  materials  at  more  reafonable  rates  than  at  prejent ;  and  great 
fums  of  money  at  prefent  expended  among  foreign  nations^  for  the 
purchafe  of  fuch  materials'^  may  be  faved:  may  it  therefore  pleafc 
your  moft  excellent  Majeftv,  that  it  may  be  enadted,  and  be  it 
enaAed  by  the  King's  mo(t  excellent  majefty,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  confent  of  the  lords  fpiritual  and  temporal,  and  com- 
mons, in  this  prefent  parliament  ailembled,  and  by  the  autho- 
rity of  the  fame.  That  from  and  after  the  lirft  day  of  January^ 
one  thoufand  feven  hundred  ;fnd  fixty  fix,  every  perfon  or  per- 
fons  who  (hall,  within  the  time  appointed  by  this  adt,  import,  s^y^^;^, 
or  caufe  to  be  imported,  into  this  kingdom,  diredtly  from  any  granted  on  th^ 
of  his  Majefty's  dominions  in  North  Jmerica^  in  any  (hip  or  importation  of 
(hips  that  may  lawfully  trade  thither,  manned  as  by  law  is  re-  d^als,  planks, 
quired,  any  good,  found  and  merchantable  deals,  planks,  boards  J^ber^from 
and  timber,  of  the  following  dimen(ions,  (hall  have  and  enjoy  {^orth  Ame- 
as  a  reward  or  premium  for  fuch  importation,  the  followmgricai 
fums ;  that  is  to  fay. 

For  ewtvf  hundred,  containing  fix  fcore  of  fuch  deals,  planks, 
and  boards,  not  Icfs  than  ten  feet  long,  ten  inches  broad,  and  ^j^^  premiums

malicioufly  taken  off,  or  that  any  of  fuch  cloths  appear,  by  the 
loweft  of  the  marks,  ftamps,  or  feals,  to  be  over  ftretched  or 
drained,  either  in  breadth  or  length,  beyond  the  dimenfions  al- 
lowed of  and  provided  for  by  this  prefent  aA,  or  that  the  name 
and  place  of  abode  of  the  maker  of  fuch  cloths  (hall  be  cut  out 
or  altered  ;  in  fuch  cafe  the  owner  of  fuch  cloth,  or  the  perfon  Penalty  on 
in  whofe  cuftody  fuch  cloth  (hall  be  found,  (hall,  foi'  every  fuch  offenderg. 
offence,  forfeit  not  exceeding  the  fum  of  five  pounds,  nor  lefs 
than  forty  (hillings. 

XII.  Provided  neverthelefs.  That'  nothing  herein  contained  Provifo. 
fhall  extend,  or  be  conftrued  to  extend,  to  give  any  power  or 
authority  to  fuch  infpeAor  or  infpeftors,  to  be  appointed  pur- 
fuant  to  this  a<^,  to  fearch  and  examine  fuch  cloths  as  (hall  be 
preffed  and  packed  up  for  exportation.
